fened th e sta te e x a m in a tio n s, p ro v id ­ 
ed for hospital training. 
T h e latest developm ent in this re ­ 
g e n e ratio n of the doctor has !*een the 
creation bf a N ational Hoard of Med­ 
ical E xam iners, which will hold its 
first ex a m in a tio n in W ashington next 
m o n th . 
This hoard is s u p p o rted by 
th e C arnegie F o u n d a tio n , and con­ 
sists of six g o v ern m e n t medical o f­ 
ficers. and n ine o th e r physicians of 
the highest standing. 
It will ex a m in e 
any physician who applies to it. and 
will give him a certificate if he passes 
th e test Needless to say. this certifi­ 
cate will l»e a g u a r a n te e of his ability. 
F u r th e r m o r e , m a n y of the s ta te ex­ 
am ining hoards have a g reed to accept 
these certificates in lieu of an e x a m ­ 
ination. 
T h u s a step has been ta k e n 
tow ard s ta n d a r d iz in g 
the 
re q u ir e ­ 
m e n ts in all of th e states. 
F u r t h e r ­ 
more. the n a tio n al hoard is of great 
practical value to th e profession be­ 
cause a m an who has its certificate 
will h«* able to move from o n e s ta te 
to a n o t h e r w ithout 
passing a new 
ex a m in a tio n . 
T he m ost im p o rta n t factor in this 
m edical re fo rm , however, has !>een 
th e im p ro v e m e n t in medical e d u c a ­ 
tion. 
T h e Am erican Medical assoc ia­ 
tion has been th e leader in this work, 
and it a n n u a lly 
publishes 
figures 
which show what has been accom ­ 
plished. 
Most 
significant 
a r e th e 
facts th a t in 1905 th e re were m ore 
th an twenty-six 
th o u s a n d 
medical 
s tu d e n ts hi th e United States, w’hile 
this year th e n u m b e r is only f o u r ­ 
teen th o u sa n d . 
W e a r e only p ro d u c ­ 
ing a little over half as m an y doc­ 
tors now as we were ten >ears aeo. 
T h e reason is t h a t th e ed ucational 
re q u ir e m e n ts of th e profession a re so 
rigid th a t only th e d e te r m in e d s ta r t; 
an d only th e c o m p e te n t finish. 
A physician w ho has been o u t of 
college about n ineteen years was a s k ­ 
ed a b o u t th e conditions of medical 
e d u c atio n a t th e tim e of his g r a d u a ­ 
tion. 
“ It was a crim e to turn me loose 
on th e p ub lic!” he replied with e m ­ 
phasis. 
He w*ent on to tell of the 
college, which was the best in the 
United States at that tim e, but had 
practically no entrance requirem ents. 
The course lasted three years, but 
had 
been 
only 
tw o 
years 
a 
short tim e before. 
The graduating 
class num bered about tw o hundred 
and fifty, not thirty of whom had a 
ccdlege degree or any college ed u ca­ 
tion. 
Very few' of them were more 
than tw enty-one or tw enty-tw o years 
of age. 
This particular young doctor 
took the state exm aination in tw'o 
western states. 
In each case he was 
required to show his diploma and pay 
a two-dollar fee. 
That w'as all. 
Compare 
the 
experience of this 
young doctor with that of one who 
aspires to enter the profession today. 
Before he can even get into a medical 
college he m ust have at least years 
of general college work, or in som e 
easel* a college degree. 
He m ust then 
go through a four year course and 
past a very 
difficult 
exam ination. 
Then he spends one year as an in ­ 
terne in a hospital and passes a d if­ 
ficult state exam ination before he is 
allowed to practice. 
Under these circum stances, it is no 
wonder that the young doctor of to­ 
day is efficient. 
It is practically im ­ 
possible for an inefficient to become 
a practicing physician. 
He Is not so 
very young either. 
T he average age 
of the graduating m edical student is 
tw enty-nine and 
a fraction 
years 
T h e r e |g 
certainly 
no 
profession 
which gels its recruits by such a rigid 
prei'ess of selection, or 
which 
re­ 
quires greater sacrifices of them . 
The decrease in 
the num ber of 
medical students has !»ecn accompa- 
nh*d by a doorcase in the num ber of 
colleges. 
This does not mean that 
good schools have had to go out of 


business. 
It m eans that m any small 
ones ha e been com bined into a few- 
large ones, and that a certain type of 
medical school which was generally 
a private corporation and run 
for 
profit, has com pletely 
disappeared. 
The growth of medical schools In this 
country reached its zenith in I yog. 
when there was 162 of them . 
Now 
there are only ninety-five. 
The advancem ent of the medical 
profession in 
America 
has been a 
most rem arkable one. and our m ed­ 
ical 
men are now conceded to be 
equal to the best in the world. 
Near­ 
ly all of this advancem ent has been 
due to the earnest efforts of the phy­ 
sicians them selves to learn and pro­ 
vide the m eans of learning. 
In Col­ 
onial days, one learned m edicine by 
apprenticeship, 
although 
a young 
doctor of m eans m ight go to England 
for a sort of post graduate course. 
Those were the cupping and bleeding 
days, and the m eans and m ethods of 
the science were inexpressibly crude. 
According to students 
of 
medical 
history, however, the doctors of that 
day were not as inefficient as one 
m ight im agine. 
The science of m edi­ 
cine had not been invented; but there 
w as an art of m edicine of w'hich the 
doctors of that day were more per­ 
fect 
m asters than are the modern 
practitioners, in the opinion of one 
physician, who has made a study of 
medical history. 
T he first medical school was found­ 
ed about 1765 at the U niversity of 
Pennsylvania, and after 
that 
the 
num ber of institutions grew rapidly, 
w hile the custom of sending a young 
doctor to Europe for the finishing 
touches also throve. 
In 
the days 
when Oliver W endell Holm es was a 
medical student it was the thing to 
go to France, and during this period 
the American medical profession re­ 
ceived much of its inspiration, for 
the French scientists are perhaps the 
most brilliant In the world. 
Irater It 
became the fashion to go to Germany, 
and from that country the American 
scientists learned the value of plod­ 
ding thoroughness. 
Then cam e the era when medical 
schools grew up like toad stools in 
this country, and anyone with a few 


hundred dollars could become a doc­ 
tor in a couple of years. 
During this 
period, the great 
m edical 
schools 
went to turning out doctors of the 
highest ability, but the 
profession 
was also overrun with half-trained 
quacks. 
The reform of the past ten 
years, which has elim inated the in­ 
efficient school and cut the num ber 
of students nearly fifty per cent, has 
been 
the last step in m aking the 
American 
Medical 
profession 
the 
highly efficien t body of men which 
it is.
